Republicans Requested to Refrain from 
Campaign Demonstrations Till After 
the Fanerai of Mrs. Harrison.

New York, Oct. 25.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| Tammany ratified. 
With the glow and fiash of red fire in 
the sky, with the roar of rising cheers 
and with the acclaim of thousands of 
loyal braves, the Democratic society 
has made known tonight that it is loyal 
to the Democratic nominees, while the 
bells of big Tammany Halli shook and 
rocked and swayed to welcome Senator 
Hill, and while the throng about the 
twelve open-air overfiow stands filled 
the streets and paralyzed trafiic for 
blocks around’ The Tammany leaders 
declared that it was the most gigantic 
mass-meeting the metropolis of Amer- 
ica has ever seen, When the ,doors 
were thrown open at 7 o’clo the 
throng that had stood clamoring for two 
hours rushed in, and in a few minutes 
the building Was packed; yet there 
seemed to be slight diminution in the 
crowd outside. 

Then came a wait of an hour, Na- 
tional Chairman Harrity, accompanied 
by National Committeemen Dickinson 
and Smalley and many other prominent 
Democrats, then came and the applause 
that greeted them had scarcely died 
away when a @eme?®nune of cheers went 
forth as a welcome to the speakers of 
the evening who came upon the stage. 
Gov. Flower was introduced as chair- 
man and for several minutes was unable 
to speak owing to the deafening bursi 
of cheers that wert up. Finally he 
obtained a hearing. In opening Flower 
spoke of the sympathy the political 
} opponents of the President had for him 
in his bereavement. He continued: 

Democrats are working for a Democratic 
victory because they believe that would 


bring better government and better livin 
for the masses. Thought tie De 


other candidate than the one whom a ma- 
jority of the party wanted, it loyally sub- 
mitted to the wisdow of that thafority, and 
throughout the entire country no party 
machinery is doing greater work for Dem- 
ocratic success than the Democratic or- 
ganizations of New York State. 


Referring to financial interests of the 
country, he said:

The President's Struggle to Bear Up 
Under His Sorrow. 


Messages of Spmpathy Come from 
All Over the World. 


Final Preparations for the Faneral of 
Mra. Harrison—Reminiseences of 
Lady Who Knew the Prest- 
dent's Wife Well,

Wasitnetox, Oct. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.{ The President is bear- 
ing up remarkably well under the af- 
fliction. Traces of his great sorrow are 
plain, but he has nerved himself to face 
the aMliction with fortitude. Those whe 


saw him this morning found his eyes 
red with weeping, his voice broken 
with emotion, but he constantly en- 
deavored torepressitsinfluence. After 
the end came last night the President 
retired to his own room, adjoining that 
in which the departed lay. He re- 
mained in strict seclusion tiil this morn- 
lng. having his dark hour alone. 

Such members of the Cabinet as were 
in the city called this morning and had 
a conference with the President. He 
expressed the wish tRat public business 
be transacted as usual, and the mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, therefore, were at 
their desks most of the day. Such of 
them as can be spared will accompany 
the remains to Indianapolis. 

The guard around the Executive Man- 
sion to keep ont intruders was contin- 
ued today. It has been found impracti- 
cable to hold the funeral services on 
Wednesday, so it was decided to post- 
pone them till Thursday morning. 
They will be in no sense public, admis- 
siontothem being limited strictly to 
those invited. Only relatives, met. 
bers of the Cabinet and their families, 
and a very few intimate friends will be 
in attendance. As far as the official 
position of the President will permit, 
the services will be the same as in the 
case of a member of a private family. 

The services will be held in the east 
room and conducted according to the 
Presbyterian form -by Rev. T. S. Ham- 
lin, pastor -of the church which the 
President attends, The body will not 
lie in state. After the services the 
body will be accompanied to Indianapo- 
lis, Where services of a more public 
character will be held in the First Pres- 
byterian Church and the body interred 
in the Crown Hillcemetery. 

Though no selection of body bearers 
has been made, it is probable the corpse 
will be borne by White House emplovés. 

About 1 o’clock ‘Russel Harrison, 
Mckee and Halford visited the estab- 
lishment of Undertaker Speare and se- 
lected a casket witha fine™ black broad- 

cloth. It has acopper metailic inner 
case hermetically sealed, lined with 
cream tufted satin. The exterior has 
no ornamentation whatever, except oxi- 
dized bar handies, which run the full 
length, and a solid silver oxidized plate, 
bearing this inscription: 


CAROLINE SCOTT HARRISON, 
; Wife of Benjamin Harrison, 
Died October 25, 1892, 


’ The traveling ease is cf Spanish red 
cedar, highly. polished, with brass 
handles and corners. 

Ail members of the immediate fami- 
lies of the President and Mrs. Harrison 
are here except the President's brother, 
John Scott Harrison of Kansas City, 
now on his way; Carter Harrison of 
Tennessee, and Mrs. Harrison's only 
brother, John Scott of Portland, Or., 
who left«there yesterday. He will 
probably not come to Washington, but 
will» go direct to Indianapolis, which 
city there is only a bare possibility of 
his reaching in time forthe interment. 

This morning Mrs. Harrison's remains 
were embalmed, and will probably lie 
in the room in which she died until the 
private services are held Thursday. 

The President is averse to having 
the White House flag displaved at half- 
mast, so it was not placed on the staff 
this morning as usual. Flags on public 
buildings are at half-mast. A plain 
black crape knot on the White House 
door is the only ontward symbol of 
mourning. 

Secretary Rusk will reach here to- 
night, aad Secretary Elkins will also 
arrive in time for the funeral, so that 
all members of the Cabinet will be 
present. They will act as honorary 
pall-bearers ac the services in this city. 
Vice-President Morton may also be 
asked to 
be employes of the White House. The 
pall-bearers at Indianapolis will be: Dr, 
H. R. Allen, John B. Elam, Hugh 
Hanna, E. B. Martindale, Gen Lew 
Wallace of Crawfordsville, Hon. Will. 
iam E. Niblack of Vincennes, John R. 
Elder and Theodore P. Haughey. All 
the members of the President's family, 
with the exception of his three 
grandchildren, will accompany the re 
mains to Indianapolis. This, of course, 
includes Dr. Scott, the venerable father 
of the deceased.” It was at first felt 
that his advanced age would prevent 
his making the trip, but whenthe mat- 
ter was broached to him he announced 
emphatically that he proposed to goand 
would not listen to a proposition to the 
contrary. Besides members of the 
Cabinet and probably the ladies of their 
families, it is also likely that Vice-Pres- 
ident Morton and family, Chief Justice 
Fuller and afew others will be speci- 
ally invited to accompany the party. 
Mrs. Miller Mrs. Rusk and other ladies 
of the famiiies of members of the Cabi- 
net called this morning and spent some 
time with the family. 

At the request of M. de Struve, Min- 
ister from Russia, the dinner, which 
was to be given in his honor tomorrow 
evening, by the Metropolitan Club, 
prior to his departure for Europe, has 
been indefinitely‘postponed because of 
the death of Mrs. Harrison. 


The Supreme Court, through the Chief 
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Justice, will tender its collective sym- 
pathy. 

The death of Mrs. Harrison will in- 
terrupt for.some time the social func- 
tions of Washington. 

The death in the White House of Mrs. 
Harrison makes the second case in the 
history of the Executive Mansion in 
which the wife of a President has died 
there. On September 10, 1842, Lelitia 
Christian Tyler, first wife of President 
John Tyler,died in the White House. 
She entered it in delicate health, unable 
to perform the social duties of the place, 
bat her death, nevertheless, came as a 
surprise and shock to the country. The 
tolling of church bells on the following 
day announced her death. The funeral 
ceremonies took place in the east room. 

Two Presidents also have died in the 
White House. William Henry Harri- 
son, the President’s grandfather, ended 
his days there just one month after his 
inauguration. Zachariah Taylor, the 
old Mexican war hero, also died in the 
White House in July of the second year 
after his inauguration. There have 
been a few other deaths in the history 
of the building, of which two were 
members of the President's family 
circle. Lincoln's little boy ‘‘Tad"’ died¢ 
there. and so did Frederick Dent, Mrs. 
Grant's father. During President Ar- 
thur’s administration the call of death 
interrupted one of his New Year's day 
receptions. While the reception was 
in progress the Hawaiian Minister sud- 
denly fell and died in a very short time. 


‘ SYMPATHY FROM ALL. 


Messages of Condolence ‘Pouring into the 
White House. 

Wasntxeton, Oct. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] All night long and to- 
day telegrams of condolence have 
poured in at the White House. Few of 
these will be made public, at present at 
least. and possiblw ifany, only a few, 
including those from persons of un- 
usual wrominence or from other govern- 
ments. The President is averse to pa- 
rades of this sort. 

Ex-Secretary Blaine sent a message 
tothe President during the morning, 
contained in an envelope directed in 
Biaine’s own handwriting. It was sent 
up stairs to the President. Telegrams 
were also received from Vice-President 
Morton and Hon. Whitelaw Reid. The 
following cablegram is given out: 

BALMORAL CASTLE, Oct. 25. 
, Harrison, President of the United 

States, Washington: I have heard with 
deepest regret of your sad loss and sin- 
cerely sympathize with youin your grief.

Mr. Cleveland sent the following dis- 
patch to President Harrison this morn- 
ing: 

To Benjamin Harrison, Erecutive Mansion, 
Washington: Ihasten to assure you of my 
sincere sympathy in this hour of your ter- 
rible bereavement. 

GROVER CLEVELAND. 

Hon. T. Jefferson Coolidge, American 
Minister to France, sent a cable dis- 
patch expressing great sorrow. Mr. 
Coolidge has called a meeting of Amer- 
icans in Paris for the purpose of adopt- 
ing resolutions of sympathy. Hundreds 
of other messages were received from 
prominent persons from all parts of the 
country. from diplomatic representa- 
tives of foreign countries, religious 
societies, etc. 

“fhe National Board of Daughters of 
the American Revolution, of which Mrs. 
Harrison has been president since its 
organization, met this afternoon for the 
purpose of expressing the feelings of 
the board on the death of Mrs. Harri- 
son. Mrs. “Cockrell presided. Mrs. 
Cabell offered resolutions, which were 
adopted, declaring: 

That Mrs. Coroline Scott Harrison has so 
faithfully represented the Society of the 
Daugbters of the American Rev olution and 
so amply discharged every duty devolving 
upon her in the organization of this 
national society, that she has won the 
boundless love and admiration of all associ- 
ated with her in this great work. 

That we recognize inthe fullest degree 
the extent of our obligation to the unpre- 
tending tact and sound judgment of the 
true American lady, whose sympathy of 
character and practical good sense sus- 
tained her inevery trial and largely con- 
tributed to the rapid and permanent or- 


ganization of the society now called upon 
to meurn her loss. 

Resolved, that as Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, we propose to emulate her 
high example and continue taithfully to 
build the noble edifice of which she has 
been the corner-stone. That as the imme- 
diate colaborers and friends of our late 
president, we tender to her husband and 
family the expression of our tender per- 
sonal regard and deep personal sympathy. 
As representatives of the great society 
which honored Mrs. Harrison as its head, 
we bow with reverence before the decrees 
ef the Almighty Father, who has sent this 
dispensation upon the President of the 
United States and uponus. May He soothe 
the wounds His wisdom hath inflicted.

A LIFE WELL SPENT. 


Reminiscences of Mrs. Harrison from One 
Who Knew Her. 

Among those who reside in Los An- 
geles that personally knew Mrs. Harri- 
son there is one who was intimately ac- 
quainted with her. Reference is made 
to Mrs. J. C. Pletcher. Yesterday a 
reporter for Tue Times called on Mrs. 
Fletcher at No. 223 Welcome street 
and received from her some items con- 
cerning Mrs. Harrison which will be of 

interest. Mrs. 

“In the spring of 1877 Heft our home 
in Italy to spend with my husband (Rev. 
J. C. Fletcher) a vacation .in his native 
city, Indianapolis. The vacation proved 
a long one, for m@e than three years

away while she engaged 
pleasant cogversetion. I then, ascer- 
tained from her how much she liked 
painting, but she admitted that she had 
never done anything but copy pictures 
by others. She was very much struck 
with the idea of how much better it is 
to go to nature and vyowr 
own originals than to constantly 
multiply copies. She begged me to give 
her lessons, to which I readily assented, 
and for morethan the space of three 
years shetook lessons of me at my 
rooms. I found her very intelligent, 
energetic, apt and fullof application. 
She had original ideas, and very soon 
she not only improved in correct 
drawing—the foundation of all art— 
ahd in learning how properly to arrange 
objects and compose a picture from see- 
ing me do it, but she went to nature and 
made pictures of her own. We know 
what she accomplished in after years; 
how the most beautiful decorative 
China which adorned the tables of the 
White House were from her head and 
hands. 
‘She studied under me drawing, 
water-color painting and china decora- 
tion. She also struck out for herself in 
another direction and added to flowers 
and plants the painting of figures on 
china. She was @xceedingly fond of 
floral paintings, and one of, her pieces, 
the painting of an orchid, was recently 
published in one of our periodicals. 
This orchid was beautifully rendéred in 
water color, and painted in the White 
House, from a rare specimen in the con- 
servatory of the Presidential palace. 
A gentleman of this city informed me 
that this little work of art had called 
forth the praises of Mrs. Malcom Mac- 
Cleod, of the Los Angeles School of Art 
and Design, who is certainly one of the 
most competent critics in Los Angeles. 
‘But art was notthe chief end and 
aim of Mrs. Harrison's life. That first 
week of my acquaintance with her 
showed another side of this lovely wo- 
man. She was deeply interested in the 
Home for the Friendless in Indianapolis, 
and came to ask my husband to coéper- 
ate in a course of lectures for this need- 
ful Christian institution. The interest 
that she took in the c bandoned was most 
touching, and whenever she undertook 
anything in their behalf she was most 
successful. She was a most energetic 
woman. Sunday was no day of rest for

her, for, in addition to the ordinary du-. 


ties of that daysshe took upon her, as a 
delightful burden in the Sunday school, 


the instruction of an infant class, com-. 


posed of fifty children. To keep fifty 
children still, to say nothing of inter- 
esting them,isahard thing todo. Mrs. 
Harrison accomplished both, and many 
a girl, now a young lady, and “Waka a 
grown-up young man, will look back 
upon it as one of the greatest pleasures 
of memory that he—or she—received 
instruction from Mrs. Harrison. 

‘While taking her lessons, I had 
ample time in the three years to have 
many.long and intimate conversations 
with Mrs. Harrison. She was truly a 
religious woman in the bestsense of the 
word. In all that time I never heard 
her say one word againsta single human 
being. Her theme was often on the 
valsject of religion. She took a great 
interest in the study of prophecy and in 
the second coming of Christ, but in re- 
gard to this latter she was not an ex- 
tremist or a fanatic. She was not one- 
sided, but a_ practical Christian. She 
was always very cheery, had a most 
pleasing smile, and she commended re- 
ligion by her daily domestics life and 
her walk in society. Of course she had 
many home duties, but that did not 
hinder her from being most neighborly. 

‘‘When her husband was elected to 
the United States Senate, and she was 
about to leave with him for Washing- 
ton, she told me at one of her lessons, 
‘I dread to a certain extent going to 
Washington, for there is such a worldly 
element in society there that I fear it 
will be trying to spiritual life.’ 
I replied that ‘while such a position 
would call for watchfulness, it will also 
give you an opportunity to testify for 
the Master, which not many have in 
such a high circle.’ She seemed totake 
hold of this view with comfort and alac- 
rity, and she was one who, while she 


enjoyed life, also held that life had far 


higher aims than mere personal oun: 
cation in the haunts of society. 

‘She was a person without envy, and 
was most generous in her actions, even 
in little things. As aninstance of the 
last, I will say that if in her visits to 
New York she found a new color, either. 
for water color painting or for china 
decorations, she would not keep the 
knowledge to herself. I wellrememter 
how she brought to my attention two 
new colors which had been recently 
perfected in France—Rose Carthame, 
tor acquarelle, and Violet d’Or for china 
decoration. She was not content with 
telling me of these, but shared them 
with me, and I have this very day been 
finishing a painting by using the Rose 
Carthame which Mrs. Harrison gave me 
thirteen years ago.’’ 

Mrs. Fletcher adijed that Mrs. Har- 
rison wrote her from Washington when 
she (Mrs. F.) was stillin America, and 
afterward sent her interesting letters 
to Naples., The last that Mrs. Fletcher 
received from Mrs. Harrison was a lit- 
tle note written from Washington un- 
derdate of May 23, 1891, just after 
the Presidential visit to California. 
Mrs. Fletcher’s health was such at the 
time of that visit that she could not go 
out at night, as it was arranged, to 
meet Mrs. Harrison. 

The reporter was given a copy of a 
portion of this letter, written in the in- 
timacy of private friendship, but a let- 
ter which is interesting because it 
alludes to the high appreciation of Cal- 
ifornia by the Presidential party. The 
note paper has the neatly printed head- 
ing, in silver lettering, ‘‘Executive 
Mansion,” and thus continues: 

My dear Mrs. Fletcher: Iwas quite disap- 
pointed that'l did not getto see you while 
in Los Angeles. I suppose, however, it 
would have been very unsatisfactory any 
way, because our stay everywhere was so 
short and hurried that the pleasure of 
seéing friends was not what was wished, or 
Might have been if we could have traveled 
as private citizens. We had avery agree. 
able time with ‘“‘Lide’’ [Mrs. Albert E. 
Fletcher] at Pasadena, although it was too 
short for real pleasure. 

I hope that vou are enjoying California. 
We were treated there so royally that we 
were delighted both with the country and 
the people.

POLYGAMY DYING OUT. 


An Encouraging Report from the aor 
ernor of Utah. — 

Wasuinoton, Oct. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Arthur L. Thomas, Gov- 
ernor of Utah, in his annual report to 
the Secretary of the Interior, says that 
polygamy in the Territory is on the de- 
cline. He says he does not believe that 
any polygamous marriages have taken 
place during the year with the consent 
or permission of the Mormon leaders, 
and his conviction is that there is a sin- 
cere intention on the part of the Mor- 
mon people not to approve or sanction 
polygamous marriages in the future. 
He says: 

It is to be regretted sincerely that a whole 
people, seeking to accomplish a great re- 
form, sheuld be placed ander suspicion »b 
the acts of a few, but such is the case. It 
is sure to be some time, and it may be 
years, before the practice of unlawful co- 
habitation will entirely cease. 

In regard to the admission of Utah as 
a State, Gov. Thomas says: 

Itis my opinion, having due considera- 
tion for the wishes and feelings of 
all, between the two great. ele- 
ments of population, the Mormon 
and non-Mormon, that the sympathy of 
feelmg and harmony of purpose does not 
exist which is so essential to the prosperity 
and happiness of a people under statehood; 
yetit would be an act unworthy of the 
justice of a great government to turnadeaf 
eartothe appeal of men who,in Utah, 


always upheld its authority and obeyed its 
laws.

Fresno, Oct. 25.—|By the Associated 
Press.| Engineer Phipps was cross-ex- 
amined in the Sontag case today. 
He wasasked if he had made certain 
statements to a reporter. The prosecu- 
‘tion objected, and the objection was 
sustained. Counsel for the defense 
stated that he wished to show that the 
witness bad made statements on the 
night of the robbery diametrically op- 
posed to his statement made on the 
witness stand. The argument was cut 
short by the arrival of the noon hour. 

The cross-examination of Engineer 
Phipps was continued at the afternoon 
session. It was very severe and Phipps 
did not stand it very well. He ac- 
knowledged that he could not tell the 
man’s weight within twenty or thirty 
pounds, not being an expert. He also 
contradicted himself inregardto the 
clothing worn by the robbers. 

Rather queer comparisons to aid in 
the identification were then made. Ed 
Vogelsang, a ¢00-pound constable from 
Huron, was requested by the District 
Attorney to standin front of the wit- 
ness, and Phipps was asked whether the 
robber was about his size. He said that 
he was not so stout. Asthe alleged 
robber was in court it was not difficult 
for Phipps to arrive at that conclusion. 

A mask was then placed on Constable 
Warren Hill of Sanger and a high- 
crowned black slouched hat and a 
brown coat. Witness said that Hill 
looked like the robber so far as clethes 
and mask were concerned, but Hill was 
not quite so stout as the robber, not 
quite so large a man. 

Charles E. Babb, the next witness, 
was on the engine on the night of the 
robbery. His testimony regarding the 
robbery was about the same as that of 
Phipps. When it came to the matter of 
identification Babb’s description of the 
clothing and robber who wore it was as 
defective as that of Phipps. 

Babb’s examination was completed at 
5 p.m., when the court adjourned.

The Water System—Why Not Make 
it Complete? 

Now that the people of this city are 
thoroughly awake on the subject of mu- 
nicipal ownership of water works, and a 
practical step is soon to be taken to de- | 
termine what the policy shall be, it must 
strike practical business men and citi- 
zens as a Most opportune time to decide 
the whole system. The plan thus .far 
outlined is that if bonds tothe amount 
of $526,000 are voted, the city will 
proceed to construct head-works, and 
either acquire the plant of the Citizens’ 
Water Company or lay distributing 
mains to supply the higher portions of 
the city. There willthen be a period 
of six years, pending the expiration ‘of 
the City Water Company’s lease, during 
which a part of the water supply 
will be under the control of the city and 
a part under private management. 

Should the city decide not to buy the 
hill system, but to parallel its pipes, 
there might be a cause of grievance and 
a ground for litigation. This must be 
avoided. The whole problem ought to 
be solved by wise and just men without 
a resort to the courts. 

It is now fully understood that the 
City Water Company does not stand 
upon the rights of its contract for the 


‘| next six years, but is willing to sell out 


its plant to the city without delay, if 
satisfactory arrangements can be made. 
That corporation has fixed a price upon 
all its water property, but it is known 
that this price is not, like the laws of 
the Medes and Persians, immutable; it 
may be subject to modification: after 
negotiations shall have been under- 
taken in earnest, on a practical business 
basis, between the city authorities and 
the officers of the company. By means 
of arbitration a just agreement and a 
fair price ought to be reached as well 
now as six years hence. Now the 
policy of municipal ownership is upper- 
most in men’s minds. The present is 
therefore the time to act. 


The City Water Company, then, being 
willing to let go before the expiration 
ofits lease, Tae Times formally pro- 
poses thatthe question in its larger’ 
bearings be taken into consideration at 
once. If it is advisable for the city. to 
own the water works, then it is better 
to own allthan apart. If it is a good 
thing to acquire a complete system six 
years hence, it ought to be better to 
acquire a complete system now. ‘If 


‘| *t were well Gone when tis done, then 


were well were done quickly.” 

It is not feasible to change the status 
of the election called for November 24 
proximo. Ths people have made up 


their minds to vote upon the question 


at that time, and it is our opinion that 
a safe majority will be recordéd in fa- 
vor of it. If the bonds carry, we think’ 
it would be an excellent plan to push 
negotiations with the City Water Com- 
pany forthwith, and, if a satisfactory 
agreement is reached, call another elec- 

tion as soon as possible to vote 
on issuing enough more bonds to cover 
this purchase. Then, with the sanc- 

tion of the people and the Council, the 
city can step into the ownership and 
management of a complete revenue- 

paying system within six months from 
date. 

As the various water systems will, 
when acquired and consolidated by the 
city and eopnomically managed, un- 
doubtedly produce a revenue considera- 


» bly beyond the expense of operating 


and the cost ef repairs, betterments. 
and necessary extensions, the principal

objection to voting the bonds, namely, 


will 
be removed. 

It has been understood, since the sub- 
ject of municipal ownership was first 
broached, that there is no desire—and 
there should be none—on the part of 
the city to ‘‘cinch’’ any corporation or 
individual. No vested rights dre to be, 
or should be, interfered with, and no 
legitimate possessions are to be con- 
fiscated. All we want is what is “fair 
between man and man." This being 
the sentiment of the advocates of mu- 
nicipal ownership, backed by a genetal 
concensus of opinion, we see no reason 
why an amicable and a just arrange- 
ment cannot be made all round, and 
everybody be benefited. In any nego- 
tiations which may take place in this 
behalf, we enjoin good faith and bust- 
ness sincerity on both sides. 

While the city is at it, let her acquire 
a complete system of water works,

All over this clty this 
man has erected one and two-story 
buildings and collected big coun and 
has stopped the march of progress in 
every direction. 

Mr. Hellman is absent from the city 
which was for somany years his home 
and the scene of his useful efforts. His 
home is now in San Francise@o, from 


whence he has writtenthe following 
letter to Taz Times: 


THE NEVADA BANK orf SAN FRANCISCO. 
SAN FRANCISCO (Cal..) Oct. 24, 1892.—[To 
the Editor of THe Timges.} I have received 
through the United States mail an anony- 
mous circular, which, I am informed, has 
been distributed about the streets of Los 
Angeles, in which it is stated that tte edi- 
toc of the Evening Express has been in San 
Francisco lately, and wherein it is ins}nu- 
ated that I have influenced him to oppose in 
his paper the proposition to vote water 
bonds for the hill portion of Los Angeles. 
As a matter of fact I have not seen nor 
spoken to any one connected with the 
Evening Express for atleast two years, nor 
have I written or spoken on this subject to 
any man connected with any newspaper in 
yourcity. Iam being attacked by some 
one who has noteven the courage to sign 
his name to that miserable sheet, or whose 
standing in your community is possiply so 
bad and insignificant that it may be best for 
him to leave his name off. 

My interest in the Los Angeles’ City 
Water Company is small compared with my 
property interest there. I have dlWays 
had the good of yourcity atheart, andI 
think Ihave given ample proofs of ‘that; 
maybe notin the eyes of the boodlers, but 
[thinkin theeyesof the better class of 
people. 

If the owners of real estate on Main. 
Spring, Grand avenue, Figueroa and other 
streets, who are now liberally supplied 
with good drinking water, desire to tax 
themselves at the rate of $50,000 a year 
to supply the hill portion with water, I 
think I can stand it also, but I will not do it 
without a protest nor without giving warpn- 
ings, similarly as I did during another time 
when these same boomers, for their selfish 
purposes, would have ruined ever finacial 
institution in Los Angeles, thereby retard- 
ing the prosperity of our beautiful 
city for twenty years to come, and when at 
a lossto me of hundreds of thousands 
of dollarsin interest which I could have 
made at the time.

A Venezuelan Pirate Surrenders 
to the Crespists.

New York, Oct. 25.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.| The World’s La Guayra 
dispatch says: ‘‘The steamer South 
Portland arrived here yesterday after 
waiting two weeks at Port of Spain, 
in the Island of Trinidad, until the 
amount of her charter was paid. 
There was also some trouble about 
the salarv of the captain of the Port- 
land, and he refuses delivery of the 
arms she carried without some guar- 
antee. It will duly be paid to him. 


‘The matter cannot be settled until 


Gonzalez returns from Hayti, where he 
is reported to be at present. 

‘‘Urdaneca’s pirate steamer, Caratal. 
surrendered to the newly established 
Venezuelan government. Urdaneta 
sought refuge in the island of Marti- 
nique. 

‘Gen. Fernandez has started with an 
army of 5000 men to fight armed bands 
who.are wandering about the mountains 
in the State of Los Andes."’ 


AN OMINOUS RUMOR. 


The French Col. Dodds Said to Be Sur- 
~ rounded by Dahomeyans. 

Loypon, Oct. 25.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.] The Standard’s Paris 
correspondent says: ‘‘Uneasy reports 
Were, current in the Senate and 
Chamber of Deputies today to the 
effect that Col. Dodds was surrounded 
by the enemy in Dahomey and in a crit- 
ical position. The evening papers re- 
ferto the reports, and in connection 
with them publish a semi-official state- 
mentito the effect that the government 
has made public all dispatches so far re- 
ceived from Dahomey.”’ 


Important Chemieal Discovery. 

Loxpox, Oct. 25.—A North of En- 
gland paper announces the discovery of 
a new process of producing caustic 
soda, chloride and other chemicals 
direct from brine by electricity. The 
new process, it is asserted, effects a 
saving of 50 percent. compared with 
the cost of the old methods. Eminent 
chemists have pronounced the new 


process a success. 


Wrecked in a Typhoon. 

Hone Kona, Oct. 25.—The Norwegian 
steamer Normand, which sailed from 
Nagasaki October 6 for Singapore was 
wrecked on one of the Picadoros Islands 
during the tvphoon in which the Penin- 
sular and Oriental steamer Bokhara was 
lost. Two persons are known to have 
been saved from the Normand, and it is 
supposed others made their escape from 


the wreck, though they have not yet 
been heard from. 


England's Cattle Prohibition, 
Lonpvon, Oct. 25.—A deputation from 
Deptford today waited upon Herbert 
Gardner, president of the Board of 
Agriculture, and urged him to repeal 
the prohibition against live cattle. 
Gardner replied that through the opera- 
tion of the prohibition England was al- 
most the only European country free 
from foot and mouth disease. He 


therefore was compelled to refuse the 
request. 


The Argentine Outbreak. 

New York, Oct. 25.—The 
Buenos Ayres dispatch says that in- 
tense excitement prevails in the {tates 
of Cordova and Santa Fé. The avowed 
purpose is to maintain Rojas in office, 
and bloodshed may follow. A number 
of conflicts between revolutionists and 
troops are reported. A plot to killthe 
President was discovered at Ascension 
and the conspirators were jailed. 

Buenos Ayres, Oct. 25.—Dispatches 
received today from Corrientes deny 
the truth of the report published yester- 
day that insurrections have broken‘out 
in several districts of the province of 
Corrientes. 


“The Portuguese Elections. 
Lisson, Oct. 25.—Senhor José Diaz 
Ferreira, Prime Minister and Minister 
of the Interior-and Public Instructions, 
was defeated in the election for mem- 
bers of the Chamber of Deputies held on 
Sunday last. Senhor Ferreira was a 


candidate in the constituency he repre- 
sented for twenty years. 


Cholera at Vienna's Gates. 

Vienna, Oct. 25.—It is reported that 
all traffic here onthe Danube will be 
at once stopped on account of the 
breaking out of cholera in the onut- 
skirts ofthe city. The beginning of 
the disease is attributed to a steamer 
coming from Buda Pesth. 


Gold for Russia, 

Lonpon, Oct. 25.—The Rothschilds 
have secured £1,500,000 worth of 
bullion for Russia without applying to 
the Bankof England. Astrong demand 
for gold still exists. 


GEN. GREELY’S REPORT. 


A Year of Great Progress in the Signal | 


Corps. pm 
Wasaincton, Oct. 25.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Gen. A. W. Greely 
Chief Signal Officer, in his annual re- 
port, dwells at length upon the value of 


1900 miles. of military telegraph lines 


which have been successfully main- 
tained during the year by the Signal 
Corps. ‘ As an instance he cites the use 
of the line to Fort McKinney during the 
cattle war in Wyoming, and of the line 
bet ween Forts Brown and Ringgold in 
Texas, during the Garzatroubles. With 
an eye to the demands of modern warfare 
special attention is given tothe equip- 
ment of field telegraph trains for ar- 
mies operating away from permanent 
telegraph lines. The field kit where- 
with a moving body of troops can keep 
in communication with the brigade or 
division commander has been satisfac- 
torily developed. A balloon section is 
being organized with each field tele- 
graph train to operate with captive 
balloons to collect military information 
and transmit to the ground by tel- 
ephone. The heliograph has been per- 
fected so that messages may be sent 
distances ranging from sixty to 100 
miles. 

The obvious advantage arising from 
concerted action in harbor defense has 
led Gen. Greely to submit a special es- 
timate of $2000 to initiate a system of 
military cables and connecting lines in 


New York, Boston and San Francisco. 


A simple system of whistle signals, 
based on the service code, has been de- 
vi for the transmission of orders to 

oops in extended or open formation, 
and is now under consideration. 

In conclusion Gen. Greely speaks en- 
couragingly of the growing interest in 
signal work manifested by the militia 
of the United States, and suggests that 
the Militia Act be amended so as to per- 


| mit signal stores to be issued to State 


militia apon requisitions. 


THE WOLRD’S FAIR. 


Meetings of the Several Bodies in Charge 
of the Exposition. 

Cuicaco, Oct. 25.—-[By the Associated 
Press.| The National World's Fair 
Commission today adopted resolutions 
of sincere sympathy with President 
Harrison.

The suits 
are based on the recent strike of the 
Stage Employes’ Union, and plaintiffs 
alleged that the organization interfered 
with the business of the theater by 
threatening a boycott and otherwise. 
Judge Butler issued a temporary injunc- 
tion and stated that summary punish- 
ment would follow any violation of the 

injunction.

PASADENA. 


First Meeting of the Local Board of 
Health. 


Organization Effected—Turn Out to the 
Republican Rally Tonight—People 
Coming and Going—City 
Brevities, 


The Pasadena Board of Health held its 
first meeting Monday night for organiza- 
tion. The board is the outcome of a recent 
ordinance passed by council looking toward 
the improvement of the sanitary condition 


of the city and is composed of Councilman 


Tf. P. Lukens, chairman of the Committee 
on Sewers and Sanitation; Health Officer 
,H. H. Sherk and Drs. R. J. Mohr, H. K. 
Macomber and J. N. Radebaugh. Mr. Luk- 
ens was made ex-officio chairman of the 
board and Dr. Sherk was chusen as secre- 
tary. 

The board spent some time in discussing 
matters bearing on the public health, sant- 
tation in particular. It was decided to 
request council to pass an ordinance com- 
pelling all laundries to establish a direct 
connection with the outfall sewer. The 
good effects of such a law will be particu- 
larly noticeable in Chinatown, where at 
present all the waste water from the laun- 
dries is thrown on the surface of the ground 
in such quantities as to become very of- 
fensive and prejudicial to health. 

it was determined to ask the Board of 
Supervisors to extend Health Officer Sherk’s 
jurisdiction outside the city limits to such 
sections as have anything to do with the 
local water supply. 

Tre new ordinance relating to plumbing, 
sewer connections, etc., will be strictly en- 
forced and all property-owners and persons 
contemplating building will do well to post 
themselves concerning its requirements. 
The necessary permits may be obtained 
from the Health Officer, who will make the 
City Clerk's office his headquarters. 

The Board will meet once a month. 
Special meetings may be held at the call of 
the president. 

MR. BROWN VS. MR. HOPPER. 

The announcement was made yesterday 
Josiah Hopper of -Hoppersville had 
consented to meet C. C. Brown in a political 
debate next Monday night. Mr. Brown 
yesterday stated to the reporter that he 
_ has only been consulted on the matterin a 
general way, and while he is willing to en- 
gage insuch debate, he wishes some pre- 
liminary details firstagreed upon.

Henry alleges 
that the full number of tickets had not 
been sold and that he purchased enough 
to make up the deficit and threw 
square; also, that the. Surley brothers dis- 
posed of a number of tickets and rendered 
him no account of them, and thatthey de- 
manded of him a larger sum for the wheel 
than the price agreed upon; and that one 
of them threatened to shoot him if he in- 
terfered with the other while he removed 
the wheel.

Supreme Court Rapidly Winding 
Up Its Business. 


Second Day of the Sensational Mun- 
roe Forgery Case. 


A Strong Case Being Made Qut by 
the Prosecution. 


Namerons Witnesses Examined on Behalf 
of the State—The De Baker Damage 
SBuit—Adjudged Insane—Gen- 
eral Court Notes. 


In Department One of the Supreme 
Court. yesterday, before Justices Pater- 
son (presiding,) Harrison.and Garoutte. 
the following business was transacted: 

Upon motion of M. E. C. Munday, 
Esq., and presentation of license from 
the Supreme Court of Tennessee, Frank 
L. Binford, Esq., was duly permitted 
to practice in all the courts of this 
State.

Second Day of the Munroe Forgery 
Trin}, 

‘In Departitient One yesterday the trial 
of the Munroe forgery case was resumed 
betore Judge Smith and a jury, ten 
more witnesses being examined for the 
prosecution, which rested just before 
court adjourned for the day. 

There was a much larger attendance 
of outsiders than upen she opening day: 
and a good deal of interest was mani- 
fested in the proceedings as the wit- 
nesses for the State added their links 
to tne chain of evidence against the 
defendant. 

The first witness cal'ed was William 
T. Gibson, a teamster in the employ of 


briefly to the effect that he lived at the 
corner of Vernon and Sixth streets, had 


two vears, had never authorized any 
one to make an order for the delivery 
of his wages warrant for February last, 
nor did he know of such an order until 
shown one by Jackson, who visited him 
while at work one day in March. 

Robert Brown of 1719 Los Angeles 
street, and Ramon Garcia of 153 An.- 
derson street, two more teamsters testi- 
fied in almost precisely the same man- 
ner as had the witness Gibson, with 
reference to their damands for wages. 

Miss Helen Henry, a teacher at the 
Spring-street school, residing at 316‘ 
South Main street, testified to the effect 
that she had been employed in the 
public schools of this city for the past 
eight years. She also denied having 
authorized any oneto make such an 
order, and knew nothing of the matter 
untilinformed by the principal of the 
school, on March 1, that her warrant 
had been paid. She then saw the order 
and of course repudiated it and subse- 
quently received her money. 

W. E. Cox, Esq., was then recalled, 
and examined at some length as to his 
dealings with Munroe, after his partner 
Jackson had turned the alleged fraudu- 
lent orders over to him for the purpose 
of effecting a settlement. 

S. G. Lehmer, a teacher in the High 
school, residing at 439 Lyell street, 
East Los Angeles, testified much to the 
same effect as Miss Henry. 

A young man named Charles Widd 
then took the stand, and testified that 
be resided on Vernon avenue. He was 
employed by Munroe as clerk, and was 
also associated with him as partner in 
the State Invest:nent Company, into 
which concern he was induced to put 
$1000, although Munrve never con- 
tributed anything. He had never seen 
any of the blank orders used by Munroe 
and was unable to throw any light on 
the matter at issue, as Munroe never 
took him into his confidence. | 

City Treasurer M. D. Johnson and 
Deputy Auditor T. F. Smith followed 
with damaging testimony regarding the 
-orders which Munroe issued to Jackson, 
and Deputy District Attorney Marble 
wads called for the purpose of confirm- 
ing the testimony taken at the prelimi- 
nary examination. 

After the witnesses Cox and Johnson 
had been recalled, the prosecution 
closed its case, and the matter then 
went over until this morning, when the 
defense will introduce its testimony. 

THE BAKER DAMAGE SUIT. 

The taking of testimony for the de- 
fense in the big damage suit instituted 
by Mrs. A. de Baker against the South- 
ern California Railway Company was 
resumed before Judge Van Dyke and a 
jury vesterday, the following wit-

A HUNDRRD MILES AN Hore 

The Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
has just built a compound locomotive 
intended to haul a heavy passenger train 
100 miles an hour. The dead center 
is overcome and the steam is allowed to 
exhaust quickly by escaping from high 
pressure into low pressure cylinders 
and thenceinto the air. In theory the 
locomotive is capaUle of hauling ten 
,oaded Pullman sleepers between New 
York and Philadelphia in  ninetv 
minutes, or at an average speed in all 
weather and under all conditions of 
sixty miles an hour. As this includes 
stops and arbitrary time, it will 
compel a speed wherever possible 
of 100 miles an hour. The lecomo- 
tive is the largest in the world, and 
was built under the supervision of 
Géneral Superintendent of Motive 
Power Theodore N. Ely. The weight 
of the. locomotive alone is 145,000 
pounds. In running order, with tender 
attached, the weight is 224,000 pounds. 
There are 45,000 pounds over each 
pair of drivers. The drive-wheeis are 
seven feet in diameter, the largest ever 
built. - Boiler pressure of 200 pounds 
has been maintained on trial trips with 
the greatest ease. The boiier is five by 
twenty-seven feet and the fire-box nine 
feet by fortv inches, inside measure- 
ment. To the top of the cab is fourteen 
feet and to the top of the stack fifteen 
feet. The running-board is the same 
height on the engine and tender, and 
forms an apron in front of the cylinders 
to protect them from dirt and the rush 
of cold air. Sanding and cylinder cocks 
are worked by compressed air. Instead 
of the long, hard pull on the lever, the 
locomotive is started by an easy bend of 
the wrist. The trucks have a sliding 
side motion of one and a half inches, as 
well as a central motion, permitting 
the highest speed around curves. The 
locomotive was built only for fast work 
and not for climbing grades. - It will be 
put on trial in three weeks.

~—NS%s generally known, the principal 
fight was for the nomination of Mayor. 
For two weeks past there have been 
four candidates in the field, Thomas EF. 
Rowan, ex-Mayvor W. H. Workman, ex- 
Councilman J. H. Bryant and Police 
Commissioner Mackey. 

The fight from the first has been be- 
tween Rowan and Workman, and both 
gentlemen did some hard work. Mr. 
Workman. it is alleged, opened a big 
sack soon after he entered the race, 
and has spent money freely. | Shortly 
‘before the convention convened yester- 
day morning it was given out that he 
and-somewhere in the neighborhood. of 
$6000 have parted hands, and his op- 
ponents gaye out that he was paying 
from #50 to 360 a vote to corrupt del- 
egates, but it is more than probable 
that both of these stories are largely 
exaggerated. 

While the delegates were walking 
around the hall hunting for somebody 
to buttonhole them, the enemies of Mr. 
Workman entered armed with dodgers 
giving the ex-Mayor some hard slaps, 
and accusing him of practicing all kinds 
of frauds atthe polis during the pri- 
maries last week. They had affidavits 
and all kinds of sworn statements, and 
were very industrious in placing them 
in the hands,of everv delegate. 

Mr. Workman's friends, on the other 
hand, positively denied that they were 
using money in any way or shape, but, 
strenuously asserted that the *‘sack’’ 
was behind Mr. Rowan, further charging 
that the City Water Company was ad- 
vancing the monevto make his fight, 
and used this argument forall it was 
worth. 

The convention was not called to or- 
der for almost an hour after the time 
fixed for it to convene. and even then 
the delegates were not all present; but

in a few minutes they began to-straggle 
in from all quarters, and the seats pro- 
vided for the delegates were soon occu- 
pied. 

Judge A. M. Stephens and Thomas B. 
Brown were the only candidates for the 
office of chairman of the convention. 
Mr. Stephens was the Workman candi- 
date, while the Rowan men claimed Mr. 
Brown. 

The vote for chairman wasto be the 
test vote, and when it resulted in the 
selection of Judge Stephens by a smail 
majority the Workman champions were 
in high feather, for they were confident 
that they would have things their own 
way. 

The Rowan men did not weaken, how- 
ever, for as soon as the various com- 
mittees for the purpose of perfecting a 
permanent organizaiion were appointed 
and a recess was taken for three hours 
they went to work in earnest and were 
so successful that Workman was kept 
from getting the nomination on the 
first ballot. 

In the afternoon the battle raged = 
fiercely for three solid hours. It began 
before the Committee on Credentials, 
and became so hot at one time, while 
those able statesmen were in session, 
that it was a question for quite a while 
as to whether any of the delegates 
would be seated. 

The Rowan managers had contests 
for the Ninth, Fifth and Second Wards 
and several precincts in other wards 
where it was claimed that frauds were 
practiced. They succeeded in making 
quite a number of changes, and finally 
the Committee on Credentials was al- 
lowed to report and the delegates were 
allowed to take their seats. 

Then came nominating speeches, and 
eloquence if large blocks was turned 
locse in the old hall, and the four candi- 
dates were duly placed before the con- 
vertion. 

The candidates were called on for 
speeches, and all did-fairly well, but 
Mr. Workman fairiv outdid himself. 

In closing his address he stated that 
he would a thousand times rather be 
elected Mayor of the city of Los An- 
geles than Governor of tht Strate.

MORNING SESSION. 


Election of a Temporary Chairman—Ap- 
pointment of Committee 

The Democratic City Convention was 
called to order at 10:30 o'clock yester- 
day morning, in Turnverein Hall, by 
Chairman Thomas Kelley of the Demo- 
cratic City Central Committee. After 
some trouble the various delegates were 
seated, and on motion of Delegate 
Bell the reading of the call was dis- | 
pensed with and the Chair stated that | 
the convention was for the purpose of 
selecting a fall municipal ticket to be 
voted for on the 5th of next December. 

The Chair announced that the first 
business before the convention would 
the selection of a temporary chairman. 

Charles Cruz placed Thomas R. Brown 
in nomination, and John Bryson, 5Sr., 
named Judge A. M. Stepltiens. 

Aiter some confusiomit was decided 
to vote by wards, the chairman of each 
delegation to announce the result upon 
roil-call.

AFTERNOON SESSION,

QUITE A SENSATION. 

Maj. Burke then created qwite a sen- 
satiou by offering the following resolu- 
tion: 

WHEREAS, the settled policy of the Demo- 
cratic party of this city is in favor of city 
ownership of waterworks, therefofte be it 

Resolved, that itis the sense of this con. 
vention that at the election to be held of 
the 2d day of next November, the propast. 
tion to issue bonds to beginthe constrac- 
tion of waterworks by the city should be 
carried. 

Fifty delegates jumped to their feet 
and all kinds of motions to table the 
resolution were offered. 

Finally a motion to lay on the table 
Was put and lost. 

W. A. Ryan then took the stage and 
made a strong talk in favor of the adop- 
tion of the resolution. He told the con- 
vention in plain language that if the 
resolution was voted down then the 
Democratic party would not have the 
slightest show to elect asingle man on 
its ticket, for every laboring man ia 
the city and all voters, both Democrats 
and Republicans, on the hills would 
vote against the entire ticket. 

Delegates Burke, Katz and several 
others spoke in-favor ofthe resolution, 
but not a voice was raised against it, 
and when the motion was put there 
was not a single vote against it and 
thus the Democrats put themselves on 
recori on the water question. 

The collection of 50 cents a head was 
then proceeded with. 

MAYOR. 

The Chair then announced that the 
next business before the convention 
would be the no mination of a candidate 
for Mayor, but before any nominating 
speeches were made a motion request- 
ing all those who were not delegates to 
remove themselves from the body of 
the hall passed. 

Thomas B. Brown was the first 
speaker to mount the platform and he 
placed Hon. Thomas E. Rowan in hom- 
ination, after calling the attention of 
the delegates to the fact that the 
party would have a hard fight on elec- 
tion day and they must not only put up 
a strong man, butrhe must be able to 
draw hundreds of voters from the Re- 
publican party for the reason that that 
party is largely in the majority. Mr. 
Kowan had not only served the county 
faithfully as County Treasurer and 
also as Supervisor, his name had 
never been connected with boodle in 
any way whatever. 

Homer C. Katz seconded the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Rowan. 

H. W. Latham was the next delegate 
to come forward and place a candidate 


in nomination, andin a eech 
he placed the name of Hon. W. H. Work- 
man before the convention. The 


speaker reviewed the political history 
of his choice and said the people cf 
this city owed to Mr. Workman the 
many improvements that have been 
made during the past few years. 

E. Wineburgh mounted the stage and 
told his hearers that if the party wished 
to be successful they must start right, 
and if they do that there is no doubt 
about the success of the party. He sec- 
onded the nomination of W. H. Work- 
man, and created any amount of merri- 
ment by giving Harrison a send-off in 
saying that the Democrats of this city 
will roll up a big majority for that gen- 
tleman.. 

As soon as the Chair succeeded in 
thumping the convention to order, Mr. 
Wineburgh explained that he meant 
Mr. Cleveland, but he never made a 
speech before in his life, and his tongue 
could not keep up with his thoughts. 

B. Chandler seconded the nomination 
of W. H. Workman. Before Mr. Chand- 
‘‘For Christ's 
sake give us Billy Workman,”’ 

Richard Dunnigan then came before 
the convention and placed Capt. A. FF. 
Mackey before that body, and paid the 
Captain a high compliment in saying 
that there was net a better manin the 
party nor one who could draw a bigger 
vote. 

A little breeze was created as Mr. 
Dunnigan was leaving the platform 
when Chris Hargitt asked him if he 
would vote for Grover Cieveland. 

The speaker replied that he has been 
a Democrat in this city for years, and 
any one who questioned his Democracy 
was mistaken.

Mr. Rowan was the first candidate, 
and he made a strong, straightforward 
talk in which he stated that he would 
not consént to run until he became sat- 
isfied that he could carry the whole 
ticket to victory. He offered to guar- 
‘antee his ticket from top to bottom. He 
had no collar of any corporation about 
his neck, and no corporation, Or man, 
had spent a single dollar for bim. : 

W. H. Workman then came forward 
and told how he received the nomina- 
tion from the same platform for Mayor 
six years ago He declared that no

A motion to take a new ballot all 
along the line was put at last, when it 
was decided to poll the delegations in 
which the stampede was greatest and 
it was done, when the total vote was 
announced as follows:

and his sergeants-at-arms to induce the 
delegates to take their seats. Several 
ineffectual efforts were made tocall 
the roil.and at one time it looked asifa 
free fight was about to be indulged in 
all along the line. 

Candidates, ward strikers and every 
class of citize ns under the sun took pos- 
session of the body of the hall, and all 
became so tangled up and angrythat it 
was impossible to tell whether a conven- 
tion or an old time San Francisco min- 
ing stock board was 1u session. 

A hall full of stock bulls and bears 
with a carioad of wildcats thrown 
among them could not have created a 
more vivid bedlam. 

Ascene never before witnessed in 
this hall of many redhot conventions 
was soon in progress, and had it not 
been forthe nerve and coolness dis- 
played by Chairman Stephens, it is 
hard totell what the result of that 
convention would have been. 

At this stage in the rip-roaring pro- 
ceedings a majority of: the audience 
left the hall as if they smelt danger in 
the very near future, the delegates 
quieted down and a second ballot was 
taken with the following result:

‘The Chair called the convention to 
order at 7:55 o’clock. At 7:30, the 
hour set forthat body to reassemble, 
there was not a corporal’s guard in the 
hall. They were too busy taking Dem- 
ocratic courage water at the various 
cold tea resorts, or being button-holed 
by the candidates for Mayor. 

A few seconds after the convention 
recoavened a motion making Chairman 
Kelly of the City Central Committee a 
delegate was offered, which was 
amended by giving him a seat in the 
convention without a vote. 

Mr. Kelly from the platform: ‘J 
will not be that kind of a delegate! 
What's the use of being a delegate if

The young man who forwarded the fol- 
lowing tothe World from London will 
probably be recalled by Mr. Pulitzer 
and exiled to Hoboken for his pains: 

The coming winter threatens to be. the 
worst for the poor ever known in London. 
Everywhere the charitable societies are tak- 
ing steps to tide over the miseries of the des- 
titute, and to try and keep them alive until 
springtime. Trade has been bad, many fdc- 
tories are closed, there is littic dojnge at the 
docks, and thousands upon thousands who 
are willing to work are forced to be idle. 

The Salvation Army estimates that 200,- 
000 people will be asking for aid this win- 
ter. Such an army of the hungry and 
homeless is a threatening thing. and the 
government itself will probably take steps 
to alleviate suffering. The Salvation Army 
sleeps 4000 souls every night. In a month 
they expect to increase their accommoda- 
tion one-fourth. 

London, as the chief beneficiary of 
England's beautiful system of free trade, 
which makes everybody fat, happy and 
prosperous, must not be exhibited in 
this way until after the election. Ho- 
boken is much too good for the corre- 
spondent who could be guilty of such a 
grievous error of judgment. 

At the same time this picture of the 
deplorable condition of the poor of Lon- 
don is confirmed by other advices, In- 
dustry is paralyzed and want 1s every- 
where seen. 

Lord Salisbury saw the gaunt figure 
of povetty approaching in May last, 
when, speaking of the condition of En- 
gland, he declared that under free trade 
‘industry is paralyzed and misery stalks 
abroad.”’
